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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Citizens of Strafford: 


With pleasure we present the annual report of the School 
Board for the year ending Feb. loth, 1898. 

Our aim during the year has been to deal impartially with 
all, teachers, scholars and parents. 

For teachers we secured the best available talent—giving 
preference to those of our own town. Fifteen different teach- 
ers were employed during the year. As a rule they proved 
capable and ambitious, and it gives us satisfaction to report a 
very prosperous year. 

The number of children in town between the ages of five 
and sixteen, as reported by the truant officer is, boys ninety- 
two, girls, ninety-one—total, one hundred eighty-three. 


There has been two terms of school during the year, a 
spring term of ten weeks and a fall term of twelve. The 
average attendance has been usually good. Certificates of 
good attendance were granted pupils not absent or tardy during 
aterm. This had a good effect which is noticed in the in- 
creased daily attendance and in the bright interested faces 
which greet those who visit our schools. 

We would make special mention of Roscoe E. Winkley, a 
lad of eight years who attends school in district No. 7. His 
name is found on the Roll of Honor each successive term for 
three years. 

Over six of our schools the American flag floats each 
school day when the weather is suitable, thus showing the 
patriotism of the scholars. We hope the close of another year 
will find the ‘‘Stars and Stripes” floating over every school in 
town. 

Our schoolhouses are sadly deficient in globes, maps, etc., 
and any one at all familiar with the requirements of a school- 
room knows what disadvantages 2 teacher labors under when 


deprived of the privileges of availing themselves of these helps. 

During the year the old arithmetics, being badly worn and 
too few in numbers, an exchange was made to the great ad- 
vantage not only of the pupils, but the town as well. 

More or less work has devolved upon the board occasioned 
by the repairs made. In No. 3 a new shed has been built, No. 
5 house shingled, No. 7, some new windows, a doorand graded. 
In 10 and 17, we arranged to paint both houses, but it is not 
completed as yet. In No. 13 the house has been shingled and 
some other necessary work done. In No. 18 some general 
repairs. 

Other repairs are necessary especially in No. 15, that 


should be attended to soon. 
We would recommend that steps be taken whereby our 


children may have twenty-four weeks of school each year. 
The children in our schools if of average mental powers ought 
to be able at fifteen years of age 

1. ‘To read well and spell well. 

2. To write a neat and legible hand. 

3. To know the main points in the geography of the 
world, and the leading events in the history of our country. 

4, To speak correct English and to write readily a_ well- 
expressed letter of business or friendship. 

5. ‘To work accurately any plain business questions in- 
volving the four rules, common and decimal fractions, and 
simple interest. 

We quote the following advice to teachers in ungraded 
country schools, which might well be read by parents also: 

‘‘Keep in min| the central fact that in country schools 
certain results must be obtained, even at the sacrifice of orna- 
ment and system. Only concentration can give strength. 
Make your pupils learn well the things they most need in the 
common walks of life, without regard to changes in educational 
fashions. Feathers and finery you do not need. Do not waste 
your time striving after the impossible. You cannot, however 
hard you may try, educate beyond the barriers fixed by nature 

(5) 
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and surrounding circumstances. You will find some slow 
scholars, and some dull ones; some with strong latent powers, 
and others the reverse; some stubborn and others pliant, some 
good and others bad. If you are gifted with sound judgment 
and good common-sense, you will work on calmly, faithfully, 
hopefully, good-naturedly, disciplining the troublesome, taming 
the savage, bearing in mind that all dull boys and careless girls, 
will somehow or other grow up into better men and women 
than you dare hope for. Take comfort from th» words that 
quaint old Thomas Fuller wrote two centuries ago: 

‘Wines, the stronger they be, the more !ees they have when 
they are new. Many boys are muddy-headed till they be 
clarified with age; and such afterwards proved the best. 
Bristol diamonds are both bright and squared and pointed by 
nature, and yet are soft and worthless; whereas Orient ones in 
India are rough ana rugged naturally. Hard, rugged and dull 
natures in youth acquit themselves afterwards the jewels of the 
country ; and therefore their dulness at first is to be borne with, 
if they be diligent. The schoolmaster deserves to be beaten 
himself who beats nature in a boy for a fault.. And I question 
whether all the whipping in the world can make their parts who 
are naturally sluggish rise one minute before the hour nature 
hath appointed. All the whetting in the world can never set a 
razor’s edge on that which hath no steel in it.’ ” 

As our schools are, such will be our scholars, and the im- 
portance of the best educational facilities for our children, and 
through them to the community, is not likely to be over- 


estimated. 3 
The schools of Strafford need the influence and positive 


aid of every citizen. 
If that influence and aid is given, we shall soon take front 


rank among the ungraded country schools of our state.
